In the above referenced office oommunication, the Examiner imposed a 
restriction requirement, requiring the election of the claims of either 
Group I. i.e., Claims 30-35, 45.

The Applicants also respectfully urge the Examiner to rejoin the claims of 
Groups IMV with the elected claims of Group I for examination in this application for 
the following reasons.

8.03 states that: 

If the search and examination of an entire application can be made without 
serious burden, the examiner must examine it on the merits, even though it 
includes qiaims to independent or distinct inventions. 
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In the present case, elements of the claims of Group I are found In the 
remaining claims of Groups IMV. As such, it Is believed that the search for the claims 
of Group I should find aiiy relevant prior art relating to the claims of Groups ll-IV. 

Accordingly, little, if any, additional searching should be required for the 
claims of Groups ll-IV, and therefore the examination of the claims of Groups INV 
together with the clainns of elected Group I should impose IHUe. if any, additional 
burden on the Examiner.
